The hos- 
pital was opened for patients Oc- 
tober 29, 1908,and the first patient 
received was Mrs. Kate Wagner of. 
this city. 
Two years later this 


building was found lauch too small 
and at the end of the third year a 
home for nurses was erected, after 
which the nurses took their quar- 
ters out of the hospital building, 
giving more room for patients. 


In 1913 a Home 
for 
Crippled 


Children was suggested and after 
considering the matter fully this 
was decided on and ground was 
L>okba for this addition Mn April 
19.14, and the building was open- 
ed iu April, 1915. 


Because of the additional build- 


ings, as well as many 
improve- 


ments to those already 
built it 


was found advisable to purchase 
more ground to the end that the 
beauty of the surroundings be en- 
hanced and two additional acres 
were 
purchased which made the 


hospital 
grounds 
extended 
to 


Broad street on the 
north 
and 


made a total of eight acres. 


It m-ust be remembered that this 


institution 
gives much room to 


charity patients as well as to those 
who only pay a small part of what 
would be the regular fee.
